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Claims 141-183 are presented for examination. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 168 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 168 is indefinite as to the expression "at least one agent is associated with 
net cellular efflux of cholesterol". Such phrase fails to set forth the intended meaning. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 141-158, 170, 171 and 180 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over WO 91/12808. The WO patent teaches the use of phospholipids in a 

pharmaceutical formulation for the treatment of dry eye, lubricants for intra-ocular 

lenses, lubricants in post cataract surgery and for the treatment of conjunctivitis, 
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inflammation and pain. See the abstract and page 3 lines 3-15. The above reference 
differs from the claimed invention in the different causes for corneal epithelial defect. It 
would have been obvious to a person skilled in the art to employ the claimed 
phospholipids for the treatment of damage to corneal epithelial caused by any source, 
considering the protective and lubricant activity of such agents is taught by the prior art. 
Furthermore, claims 153 and 180 are drawn to Sjorgen syndrome and dry eye, which is 
taught by the prior art. One skilled in the art would have been motivated to employ the 
teachings of the above reference, since it relates to the use of phospholipids as 
lubricating agents and for the treatment of conditions such as, dry eye, discomfort and 
damage caused by wearing a contact lens, conjunctivitis, inflammation and pain. To 
use a well known ophthalmic lubricating agents such as phospholipids for the protection 
and treatment of damage to corneal epithelial for any reason is considered to be within 
the skill of the artisan in the absence of evidence to the contrary. 

Applicant's declaration has been carefully considered, but is not deemed to be 
persuasive. There is no data to demonstrate the superiority of the claimed composition 
over the prior art. Applicant is reminded that the prior art also uses phospholipids for 
the protection corneal epithelia and not hyaluronic acid. 

Claims 159-167, 172, 173, 176-179 and 181-183 are objected to as being 
dependent on a rejected claim.
